The wages of many Quincyeminors and 
females employed in retail stores will 
be increased by the new schedule of 


wages Which has been established by 


the Ketail Store Wage Board of the 
state which has just made a report of 
its study of the conditions of the state 


to the Minimum Wage Commission.

new schedule of wages which takes 
effect New Year's. The new wage 
schedule which has been fixed pro- 
vides that the minimum wage to be 
paid to any female employee, who 
has reached the age of 18 years anc 
has had one year’s experience in a re- 
tail store shall be $8.50 a week. The 
wage for inexperienced female work- 
ers who are 18 or older shall not be 


less that $7 


17 and 18 shal! be paid not less than 
s6 a week. The wages for minors 
under 17 shall not be less than $4 a 


week. 


The committee in its report recog- 
nizes the unsatisfactory conditions of 
business at the present time. Al- 
tnough the new schedule will go into 
effect the first of the year the rate 
may be changed at any time accord- 
ing to changed conditions by petition 
for another hearing before the Miri- 


mum Wage Commission, 


The new rate of wages applies to 
all establishments doing a_ retail 
business in any city or town of the 


state, 
The report follows:— 


“In view of the present unsatis- 
factory condition of business in this 
country, the board by unanimous vete 


has agreed upon a schedule of wé 
for female workers of the retail 
stores of Massachusetts 

“This wage scale shall apply to all 


establishments doing a retail business 


in the Commonwealth of Massachu- 


setts and to each and every kind of 


employment therein. 

“These rates are for full-time work, 
by which is meant the full num- 
her of hours per week required by 
employers and permitted by the laws 
of the Commonwealth. 


‘xtra or part-time workers shall 


receive at least the same scale of pay 
per rata for the time actually em- 
ployed. 

“If compensation is determined or 
supplemented by commissions on 
sales, bonus, premium or other meth- 
od, there must be a guarantee and 
payment of the full weekly rate in 
every case. 

“It has not seemed necessary to the 
board to determine in exact terms and 
in detail the necessary cost of living, 
but it considers’ it to be at least as 
much as, and probably somewhat 
above, the minimum herein set forth. 
The board feels that the schedule of 
wages adopted is as high as the re- 
tail stores of the States will be able 
to pay until industrial and business 
conditions shall have shown a marked 
improvement. 

“Moreover, it should be noted that 
these rates will mean a very large in- 
crease in earnings for many of the 
employes, especially for the minors 
and inexperienced, and a correspend- 
ingly increased burden of expense for 
the employers which they cannot eas- 
ily or immediately shift to their cus- 
tomers or offset by economies in oth- 
er operating expenses or by means 
of the increased efficiency of the 
workers. 

“When this adjustment to the high- 
er wage scale has been accomplished, 
however, and when the business is 
in a more prosperous condition the 
rates herein may, and perhaps ought, 
to be advanced to a somewhat higher 
level. 

“It is recommended that these 
rates be put in operation on or about 
Jan. 1, 1916.”
